“We were four generations at 
the memorial,” Mrs. McFadyen 
says,

President Reagan did it for 
them, using America’s eco- 
nomic might and free market

power of example. Despite

President Reagan also pro- 
vided a blueprint for fighting 
international terrorism, real- 
izing that these thugs only 
understand the butt of a gun.

Dear Editor: 

In North Wilmington at 333 Andover Street there is aj i- 
mately 60 acres of land that the Town of Wilmington has in 
in for years. A notice was sent to our Board of Selectmen on 
March 4, 2004 to pursue the provisions Chapter 61A, Section 14. It 
gives the town 10 days to match any offer to buy the land once 
is no longer used for agriculture. Being designated as 61A 
the property has reaped the tax incentives associated with 
Chapter 61A land use for many years. It is now time for the 
Residents and The Town of Wilmington to receive the return on ifs 
investment. 

We have an opportunity for the town to expand on the quality of 
life for all of the residents. I believe that the needs of the com- 
munity would best be served with the acquisition of the ia | 
and to continue with our investment for the future. 

The Town of Dracut had recently encountered a similar request. 
The town purchased 48 acres of open space using Community 
Preservation Act funds for $710,000 and a state grant of $250,000. 
‘They held an auction for 3 acres of land and received almost all pf 
it back that included a $250,000 grant from the State. The town now 
will end up with about 44 plus acres of farmland and almost all of 
its money back. Their Town Manager said that they essentially 
got 44 acres of open space for free. 

An option given by our town manager was to take 30 acres of 
what we own abutting the north side of route 125 after Andovér 
Street and trade it for the 60-acre parcel essentially giving us 
additional 30 acres. After seeing what the Town of Dracut did I 
had to ask myself, why can,t we have 50 acres for free and not giye 
up the 30 making the total parcel for the Town of Wilmington of 
approximately 80 acres. We also need to address the protection of 
our aquifer in North Wilmington that the parcels on And 
Street and route 125 represent for our town. 

There is of course a cost for this return on our investment; the 
bona fide offer to purchase the property for the price of $5,250,000 
for residential development. But where is the offer and why was it 
not presented at the time of notification. If we need to match it 
should we have our town manager send a letter to their attorney 
letting them know we will not decline to exercise our option grant- 
ed to the Town of Wilmington pursuant to Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 61A. Then do they send us the bona fide offer? 
When does the 120 days officially begin? I will leave that up to our 
astute Town Council. 

We need to work together as a town, with our council and with 
groups such as the Trust for Public Land to ensure that the Town 
of Wilmington does not lose this opportunity to acquire this paréel 
of land, The residents, support on this issue has been very encogr- 
aging once they know the facts. They express that they believe 
this is good for the community. The residents have done their igb. 
They signed the petition. 

We have received more than ample signatures to request: a 
Special Town Meeting to see if the Town of Wilmington will vote to 
raise and appropriate, transfer from any available funds, or ber- 
row pursuant to any applicable statue a sum of money for the pur- 
chase of parcel 21-A of Map R-1, referred to as the Sciarappa 
Farm, 333 Andover Street Wilmington, Ma. Once we exercise dir 
option, the town will have 45 days in which to call a Special Toyn 
Meeting. 

I believe, that as a community we need to assess our potential 
use of this large parcel of land. We need to evaluate not only our 
current needs, but also those of our future. A needs assessment 
won,t happen over night, nor can it happen within the remaining 
portion of the 120 days given to the town to act upon this offer. One 
thing is certain; if we lose this parcel on Andoyer Street there will 
be no’ more opportunity for discussions. An opportunity such as 
this does not come along often. There will be nothing more to 
decide than the rezoning for this property. Be progressive, look to 
the future of our town. Give us your support by getting involved.

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Legislation aims to improve 
conditions at state courthouses

"Miceli offered testimony at 
hearings held by the commit- 
lee. He referred to the 
‘unhealthy working environ- 

, Ment and the overcrowding at 
the Middlesex Family Probate 
Courthouse. The lack of priva- 
¢y in a building that handles 
such personal and emotional 

{ matters is absolutely unaccept- 
able to the representative. The 
jRepresentative also offered 
testimony as to the deplorable 

conditions at the Lowell 
Courts, and is extremely con- 

, cerned that these conditions be 

. changed. He strongly urged the 
committee to include both pro- 

; jects in the legislation. 


Representative Miceli 
explained, “The courts affected 
by the bill are mainly those 
posing serious health and safe- 
ty problems for employees and 
the general public. Most courts 
scheduled for renovations, 
repairs and reconstruction fall 
far short of ADA requirements 
and continuing to ignore the 
situation is irresponsible and 
unacceptable.” 

Court facilities to be upgrad- 
ed through general repair or 
for safety requirements 
include Quincy District Court, 
Malden District Court, East 
Boston District Court, Dedham 
District Court, Middlesex high- 
rise, South Boston District 
Court, Stoughton District 
Court, Norfolk Superior Court 
and the Franklin County Trial 
Court in Greenfield. 

The other mandates of the 
Court Bond Bill are funding for 
remediation of life safety code 
violations, compliance with 
state and federal laws relative 
to access by and accommoda- 
tions to disabled persons, and 
security improvements. 

Several facilities are sched- 


uled for the development and 
new construction. Some of 
these were authorized in the 


last bond bill in 1998 and are } 


now ready to begin construc- 
tion. Others have been pro- 
posed in reaction to much 
needed upgrades in areas 
where existing facilities are 
inadequate or non-existent. 
Construction will include 
facilities in Lowell, the J. 
Michael Ruane Judicial Center 
in Salem, as well as courts in 
Fall River, _ Belchertown, 
Pittsfield, Taunton, Worcester, 
Suffolk County, and Middlesex 
County for the Middlesex 
Probate and Family Court. 
State Representative Miceli 
noted, “The construction of 
these new facilities not only 
provides safer and healthier 
environments for employees 
and the general public, but in 
many instances will lead to the 
revitalization of either a down- 
town or rural area that is in 
desperate need of such activi- 
ty.”

state’s “failure to send” (to 
school) and child in need of ser- 
vices (CHINS) statutes and the 
role that they play in the juve- 
nile court system. Following 
the panel discussion, round- 
table participants discussed 
several case studies involving 
issues of student tardiness and 
absence. The morning ended 
with mock “failure to send” and 
CHINS proceedings. 

In recent years, the Middlesex 
District Attorney's Office and 
Project Alliance, and alliance 
of most of the school districts 


in Middlesex, have worked to 
address the issues of truancy 
prevention. Together, they pilot- 
ed the START (School 
Tardiness and Attendance 
Review Teams) truancy preven- 
tion program at the Marshall 
Middle School in Billerica dur- 
ing the 2000-2001 and 2001-2002 
school years. The goal of the 
START program is to identify 
students with poor attendance 
records, and to provide them 
and their families with the 
resources they need to avoid 
the detrimental academic, 
social, and health ramifications 
associated with truancy. Under 
the program, parents meet with 
school, law enforcement, court 
and social service officials in 
an effort to determine why the 
student is experiencing atten- 
dance difficulties, and to strate- 
gize solutions. In many cases, 
the student is also invited to 
take part in the meeting. 
Agencies working with the 
Middlesex District Attorney’s 
Office on the initiative include 
Project Alliance, local school 
and police departments, the

WILMINGTON - Wilmington’s First Baptist Church is prepar- 
ing to send five individuals to Guyana for two weeks of the sum- 
mer to perform humanitarian services in remote areas of South 
America 

The group, ranging in age from 18 to senior citizen, will donate 
their vacation time, financial resources and toil to benefit 
natives of Bartica and Parika. Bartica is a mining village and 
Parika is a fishing village - both located to the west of Guyana’s 
capital city of Georgetown. 

This year’s Guyana trip is a joint effort between First Baptist 
Church and partners Global Outreach (Mississippi) and 
Christian Service Brigade Frontier Camp (Maine). Scheduled 
for mid July, the trip will leverage individual's talents and abili- 
ties to cz out a number of projects including boat repair, well 
digging, furniture construction, a medical clinic, health educa- 
tion seminars and vacation bible school. 

The First Baptist Church's Missions Team is led by Gary and 
Nancy Molgard.

Others at the First Baptist Church have shared 
the spirit to reach beyond the local borders by teaching English 
as a second language in Lowell and working with on church 
renewal projects in southern Maine.

lite to everybody. It was very, 
very touching.” 

The McFadyens noticed that 
many young people brought 
their parents to the dedication, 
in some instances pushing 
them in a wheelchair in the 
sweltering, early summer 
weather. They also saw veter- 
ans of the Vietnam War, who 
attended the ceremony to offer 
Gratitude to those who fought 
for freedom before them. 

The McFadyens met one man, 
in particular, Whose father was 
killed in action in France dur- 
inig World War Il. The gentle- 
man was but one member of 500 
in an organization of men who 
had similarly lost their fathers 
in the war and banded together 
to attend the event. 

“That was heartbreaking,” 
Mrs. McFadyen says. “The 
man had come from California 
to be there.” 

Many dignitaries, including 


President George W. Bush, and 
renown figures, such as NBC 
news anchor Tom Brokaw and 
movie actor Tom Hanks, 
addressed the masses during 
the dedication. Mrs, McFadyen 
was particularly impressed by 
the speech given by Archbishop 
Philip M. Hannon, a World War 
II Chaplain. 

“The overall atmosphere was 
solemn,” Mrs. McFadyen notes. 
“While the speeches were going 
on, there wasn’t a sound. 
There were maybe 80,000 peo- 
ple there, and they were all con- 
centrating on listening. When 
the dedication was over, every- 
body just left in silence.” 

The World War II Memorial is 
the first and only of its kind to 
honor those Americans who 
fought on the side of good to 
defeat evil in the 1940s. In 1993, 
President Bill Clinton autho- 
rized the American Battle 
Monuments Commission to 
establish the memorial in 


Washington D.C. or its immedi- 
ate surroundings. Construction 
began on the memorial in 
September 4, 2001, coincidental- 
ly, exactly one week before 
America was once again being 
called upon to confront a global 
menace. The memorial offi- 
cially opened to the public on 
April 29 of this year. 

According to the official web- 
site for the memorial, 
www.wwiimemorial.com, the 
purpose of the memorial is to 
honor the 16 million who served 
in the armed forces of the 
United States during World War 
Il, the 400,000-plus who died, 
and the untold numbers of 
Americans who supported the 
massive efforts at home. 

The memorial, says the web- 
site, is “symbolic of the defin- 
ing event of the 20th Century 
. amonument to the spirit, sac- 
rifice, and commitment of the 
American people to the com- 
mon defense of the nation and

of South Florida. Prior to her 
arrival in Wilmington, she

The President and his 
wife presented Lockhart with a 
military Challenge Coin con- 
taining the Presidential Seal. 

The military “Challenge” or 
“Recognition” coin is an unoffi- 
cial element of military culture 
originally presented by com- 
manders and sergeants in 
recognition of excellence in the 
course of duty. The coin today 
represents a collective symbol 
of all of our US armed services 
core values, including honor, 
respect, duty, commitment, 
integrity, selfless service, excel- 
lence, loyalty, and courage. 

“It was very honorable for 
him to meet with all of us,” 
Lockhart said. “He was very 
genuine and Mrs. Bush was 
great too.” 

Lockhart does not doubt that 
it was the many prayers made 
by friends and family that 
saved his life. 

“My family was the biggest 
motivating factor in ray reha- 
bilitation and my baby girl has 
been very therapeutic,” 
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Lockhart said. “My wife, Lisa, 
and our baby Morgan have 
barely left my side since the 
injury.” 

Lockhart is able now to get 
around without needing a 
wheelchair or even a cane. 

He continues to amaze his 
physicians too. His neurologist 
is optimistic that the extensive 
nerve damage sustained in the 
attack will eventually heal. 
Specialists will reevaluate his 
condition in July to prepare for 
another surgery. Lockhart has 
even resumed light duty, 
reversing his medically forced 
retirement 

“I want to get back into the 
mainstream of the Army,” 
Lockhart said. “I want to stay 
competitive with my peers.” 

Lockhart was very happy to 
be able to visit Tewksbury 
again, a trip he has been wait- 
ing a long time for. Tewksbury 
was happy to see him too.

‘Same sex marriages getting a cordial reception 


Saying “I do”...

In hie book, “The Color of Water” (Riverhead Books) James McBride tells of the stares and whispers that were evident when his 
white mother and black father applied for a marriage license in New York City in the 1940's. Times have changed a little. 

A recent survey shows that Town Clerks in the 10 Middlesex East communities are making the application for a wedding license to | 
be a pleasant experience for 
same sex couples. In many 
cases the Town Clerks have 
gone on to celebrate the mar- 
riage ceremony 

Burlington 
Clerk Peg Gelinas said, “I 
think the people that have 
come in have been very sin- 
cere and very pleased that the 
law was changed. They hope it 
will stay that way.” 

In Wakefield Town Clerk 
Mary K. Galvin opened the 
doors to her office early on 
May 17 to accommodate the 
first people in her community 
wishing to apply for a license, 

“I had been tipped off that 
two women would be the first 
to apply (in Wakefield),” Galvin said. " 

At 8 a.m. the two women showed up as did members of the press and pictures were taken in a celebratory atmosphere. 

Galvin, a Justice of the Peace (J.P.), has performed the actual wedding ceremony for three or four couples in her office in the William 
J’ Lee Memorial Town Hall. All of the ceremonies have been quiet affairs and, as with all of the communities surveyed, there have been 
no protests 

In Woburn, seven same sex couples came in on May 17, according to City Clerk William Campbell. 

There were no problems, even on the first da’ ‘ampbell s “We had two couples come in at 9 a.m.” 

Campbell could perform the ceremony at the City Hall if asked. However, all seven that came in the first week have made plans to be 
married elsewhere. 

“We try to treat everybody equally,” Campbell said. Gelinas had six couples come into her office to file their intentions on May 17, the 
first day it was allowed by a ruling of the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court. As with hetero-sexual licenses, it takes three days after 
the filing of intentions before the couple can pick up the lice

There's encouraging news

Can vitamins C and E 
prevent Alzheimer’s? 


Health professionals and 
public health organizations 
throughout the United States 
have been taking note of the 
impact that the aging baby 
boomer population is having on 
the incidence of chronic dis: 
ease. 

One illness that’s risen par: 
ticular concerns among the 
medical community is Alz 
mer’s disease, the devas 
neurological condition that 
causes dementia and the other 
mental functions. 

With 4.5 million people cur- 
rently affected with 
Alzheimer’s and an estimated 
14 million expected to suffer 
from the disease by cien: 
tific researchers are searching 
for potential ways to prevent 
the occurrence of this disease. 

Scientists have found some 
promise in antioxidant vita- 
mins, particularly vitamins E 
and C. 

Antioxidant vitamins help 
prevent the cell damage caused 
by the formation of substances 
that are known as free radicals. 
Free radicals are created as the 
result of normal bodily func: 
tions but can be damaging to 
certain cells, particularly nerve 
cells and it’s suspected that this 
process may contribute to the 
development of Alzheimer’s dis: 
ease. 

One recent study conducted 
at Johns Hopkins University 
examined the prevalence of 
Alzheimer's among elderly indi- 
viduals while tracking the 
development of the disease over 
a three-year period. 

The researchers discovered 
that the initial prevalence of the 
disease was 78 percent lower 
among those who took a combi- 
nation of vitamin E and vitamin 
C supplements. 

The risk for later develop: 
ment of the disease was 64 per

cent lower among those two 
took the two supplements, and 
53 percent lower among those 
who took vitamin E and a mul- 
tivitamin containing vitamin C 

Although the authors of this 
study did not report on the par 
ticipants’ precise intake of 
these vitamins, it was noted 
that a vitamin E supplement 
containing doses up to 1,000 IU 
and vitamin supplements gen- 
erally contain doses between 
500 and 1,000 milligrams. 

Previous epidemiological 
studies have suggested that vit- 
amin E intake is associated 
with a lesser degree of cogni- 
tive decline and a lower inci 
dents of Alzheimer's disease 
among aging populations. 

The Chicago Health and 
Aging Project (CHAP) found a 
36 percent reduction in the r 
of health decline among per 
sons with the highest vitamin E 
intake levels, compared to those 
individuals who had the lowest 
levels of vitamin E intake. 

In another analysis of the 
CHAP population, researchers 
found that those with the high- 
est intake levels of vitamin E 
from foods had a 67 percent 
reduction in their risk of devel 
oping Alzheimer’s. 

According to the Alzheimer’s 
Association, more than seven 
out of ten people suffering from 
Alzheimer’s Disease live at 
home, where almost 75 percent 
of their care is provided by fam: 
ily and friends 

In addition, national direct 
and indirect annual costs of 
caring for individuals with 
Alzheimer's disease are calcu 


lated to be at least $100 billion

According to 
the Internet encyclopedia ser- 
vice, Wikipedia 
(http://en.wikipedia.org): “A 
campaign for the legal recogni- 
tion of same-sex marriage in 
the United States has been tak- 
ing shape since the 1970s. As of 
2004, same-sex marriage is 
legally recognized only in the 
state of Massachusetts, 

“The state of Vermont pro- 
vides same-sex civil unions 
which are designed to be simi- 
lar to marriage. 

“In 2003, the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court issued 
a ruling demanding that the 
legislature pass a law authoriz- 
ing same-sex marriages. The 
first licenses were issued in 
Cambridge on May 17, 2004. 

“In 2004 a few local govern- 
ment officials, most notably the 
city officials of San Francisco, 
started issuing marriage licens- 
es to same-sex couples despite 
being in conflict with state 
laws.” 

The encyclopedia also notes 
that same sex marriages are 
recognized nationwide in 
Belgium and.the Netherlands. 
They are recognized in the 


provinces of Ontario, Quebec 
and British Columbia in 
Canada and in parts of 
Australia, South Africa and 
France. 

The State of Vermont recog- 
nizes Civil Unions and people 
from out of state can be joined 
in a eivil union in Vermont, but 
must then apply to have it rec- 
ognized in their home state. As 
of now, Massachusetts is 
enforcing an old law, designed 
to prevent mixed race mar- 
Tiages, by not allowing couples 
from states that do not recog- 
nize same sex marriages td 
come here and apply for a mar- 
riage license. 

Chief Justice Margaret H. 
Marshall, wrote the majority 
opinion in the case of Hillary 
Goodwin v. the Department of 
Public Health. Justices John 
M. Greaney, Roderick L. 
Ireland, and Judith A. Cowin 
joined in the court's opinion. 
Justice Greaney also filed a 
separate concurring opinion. 

Justices Francis X. Spina, 
Martha B, Sosman, and Robert 
J. Cordy each filed separate 
dissenting opinions. 

The fee to have a J.P. per- 
form the wedding ceremony is 
set by state law at $90 for mar- 
riages performed in the com- 
munity where the Justice lives, 
and $125 if the J.P. has to trav- 
el out of his community. The 
fees for licenses and certified 
copies vary from community to 
community.
